INSURGENTS MAY JOIN THE 


DEMOCRATS IN TIUBUSTER 


Washington, March 28.—It has 
transpired 
that the republican 
insurgents against the omnibus 
-statehood bill held a meeting last 
Saturday 
to consider whether 
they would count the fight as 
lost. 
It was almost unanimously 
their opinion that defeat ought 
not to be admitted as yet, but 
there was some clivis’ 
V opin­ 
ion as to how the contest ought 
to be carried on 
A few of those 
present counseled the immediate 
adoption of filibustering tactics 
as a means of forcing the autoc­ 
racy of the House to order a 
report from 
the 
opinion 


though, no such action ought to 
be taken until it should oecome 
apparent that the conferees of 
the house are purposely delaying 
a report. 
Since then the fact that the 
democrats are considering the 
advisability of filibustering as a 
means of winning for the house 
an opportunity to vote, not only 
on the statehood bill, but on the 
employers' liability and the anti 
injunction 
bills, 
has 
become 
known and the republican insur­ 
gents are disposed merely to as­ 
sist the democrats so long as tfce 
filibuster 
is against only 
the 
the conference, In statehood bill. 
It is likely that 
of 
the majority, 
this course will be pursued. 


Nothing is too good or too big 
for Ada. 
Yet the full prospectus 
of Ada’s fourth railroad with its 
ramifications is a matter so gigan­ 
tic and splendid that it w^l have 
to be given the public in oroken 
doses. 
Tersely stated the pros­ 
pect is of Ada securing a great 
trunk line traversing the conti 
cent from Winnipeg, Canada, to 
Galveston and on further south­ 
ward to Panama. 
Ham ideations 
of the projected system will ex­ 
tend from Ada to Muskogee and 
Kansas City, to Lawton, Vernon 
and El Paso, and from Ada to 
Ft. Smith and new Arkansas coal 
fields Thus may this city be­ 
come the hub of a vast new rail 
way system and a railroad center 
without a peer in the the twin 
territories. 
To come down to the immediate 
present, Mr. E. A. Hill of the 
Canadian Midland Railroad com 
pany is in the city to make our 
people a definite oiler. 
He has 
this to say of the statu* and plan* 
of his company: 
Tile Canadian Midland railroad 
which is to run from Kansas City 
to El Paso, is a subsidiary com 
puny of the Canadian Southern 
railroad, which is to build from 
Winnepeg. Canada, to the Gulf pf 
I Mexico. The American Construc­ 
tion company, which was also 
[organized at Pierre, has confirm­ 
ed the subscription for the bonds 
of the Muskogee and 
Lawton 
division of the Canadian Midland. 
Mr. Hill, who i* one of the incor­ 
porators, has been busy going 
through the engineer's notes on 
the division from Hampton to the 
South Canadian and reports that 
the road has a good line. 
The Great Canadian Southern 
with bonds amounting to $22,* 
500,000 has been financed for up­ 
wards of three years by a bond­ 
holders pool organized in Amster­ 
dam with a branch in London, 
whose domestic representative is 
the Canadian syndicate of New 


York and whose local agent is 
the Canadian Midland syndicate 
of Kansas City. 
After the tinsl 
organization 
of 
the Canadian 
Sout*Uu-n in Pierre, South Dakota, 
the first of this month, at which 
members of the Holland Pool, 
the London tru*t and the New 
York syndicate were present, the 
Omaha, Kansas Central and Gal­ 
veston railroad, withali its assets 
purchased 
at $1,000,000.

The purchase contract also of the 
Texas Southern, who have about 
one hundred mile* of road in op­ 
eration, was conti rmod. 
Negotia­ 
tions were aNo enterei into and 
option contracts executed and de 
livered covering tile complete 
grade foi a distance of 127 miles 
of the Pierre and Aberdeen rail­ 
road in South Dakota.

Chicago, III., March 26—ln des­ 
perate scramble to get enough 
coal to last them for several 
months in ca*e of a strike of the 
miners, the railroad* centering in 
Chicago are resorting to high­ 
handed methods toward the mine 
owners 
shippers and denier#. 
Bitter complaint was made against 
half a dozen roads today by some 
of the largest dealers in Chicago, 
who declared that the supply of 
commercial coal here has been 
shut off by the arbitrary actions 
of the roads in question. 
A virtual confiscation of coal 
has been going on for ten days, 
according to these dealers. 
The 
railroad officials, they say, have 
kept within the letter of the law, 
but are violating it in spirit ev­ 
ery day. They predict that ac­ 


tual illegal confiscation will pre 
vail on many of the lines if a 
strike of the miners should for­ 
mally be proclaimed.

T heir children suffer from it. 
For. contrary to the practice common 
am ong most Indians of feeding, dress­ 
ing and training tin* children well, the 
Onus* little ones are mostly naked, 
poorly fed and altogether neglected.

The Onas. a tribe of Indians Inhab- 


iting'•the mainland of the Tierra del 
Fuego 
Islands, are physical giants. 


Their average height is over six feet— 
a few are seven and n half feet, a few 
fall below si;c feet. 
The women are 


more corpulent and not so tall. There 
is no race In the world with s a •"more 
perfect physical development thaif- tbe 
Ona Indians. 
This Is partly due to 


the topography of tbe country* and tJic 
distribution of game, which makes, 
long marches across the country a lie- 
cosslly. 
In mentality they 
fall far 
below 


their physical attainments. 
In the 


past thejr supply of game has been 
plentiful, and this may account f«r_tb« 
lack of Inventive genius among" them. 
This lack of progressive skill is por- 
trayed in their home life, clothing and 
homes. Their children miffer from it. 
For, contrary to the practice common 
among most Indians of feeding, dress- 
ing nnd training the children well, the' 
Onas' IJttle ones are mostly naked, 
poorly fed and altogether neglected. 
They have abundant material for sup- 
plying themselves with clothing and 
homes, 
and 
yet they throw a few 


branches together, put skins over the 
windward Bide nnd then shiver under 
the miserable shelter.
